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Summary Report on the Investizetious of Japense var Cima commtbec 1m 
NANKING, prepared by the Procurator of the District Court, NAXING. 
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I The Progress of the Investigations. 


As soon as the orders for the investigations of Japanese war ciimes were 
received, the people were notified of three official proclamations, and the 
foll 14 organizaticns in NY NING were noiified: Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics (CHUO TOKEI KYOKU); Buren at ste bist ics of the Military Affairs Conm- 
mittee (GUNJI IINKAT CHOSA TOKEI (YON); NANKING Nunicipal Government; Metro- 
politan Police; Branch Headquarters of the KUCNINTANG; Branch Headquarters of 
the Military Police; NANKING Chapter of the Three People's Rights Youth Organ- 
ization; Merchant's Association; Agricultural Association; Industrial Worker's 
Association; Lawyer's Association; Doc bone AsSociation; NANKING Chapter of 
the KOMANJI Association ( @L & ) (T™ a religious organization); 
and the Procurator of the District Ceur e 


The first meeting of the various representatives Was held in the council- 
room of this court at 1/00, 17 Nov 45. It was decided at this meeting that a 
committee for the investigation of Japanese war crimes be formed, and also 
that all the reprosentatives notify thoir respective organizations of the 
orders, The municipal government urged each HOKO system (TN neighborhood 
organizations) of every district to encourage this undertaking. The Muni- 
cipal Police also advised each branch of all the districts to assume their 
duties in such a way as to eliminate overlapping in the investigations. Dur- 
ing this time, however, the Japanese had put so much effort to deceive and 
interrupt the investigations, that it depressed the general public, Not only 
wore the number of people reporting the Japanese crimes extremely few, but 
also even when visited by investigators questioning, they would give out no 
information, There were some who would not tell the complete facts, while 
others refused to tell the truth for fear of their reputation. There were 
some who moved their residence bofore the investigators could call on thon, 
and quite a few whose fate was unknown, 


The situation being such, over 500 cases were investigated with extreme 
difficulty, especially in the case of the Great Massacre of NANKING, which is 
not only one of the most disgraceful affairs on record, but also the most im- 
portant of the list of crimes committed by the onemy troops, This was in- 
vostigated thoroughly with the utmost care, by means of various interviews 
and inquiries. Vitally important evidence on the mass murders, as much as 
could be obtained, was oxamined thoroughly, As a result of the investigations, 
over 300,000 victims were reported, and it is belicved that over 200,000 moro 
are yet to be confirmed. 


Aftor the preliminary examinations were completed, a future plan employ- 
ing more open methods was decided upon, including consultations with tho organ- 
izations concerned, By use of publicity, a thorough investigatim of this 
matter was planned; and all the materials that can be secured is to be arranged 
and reported at one timc, The preccding is a summary of the progross of the 
invostigations of the Japanese war crimes, 


II Classification of Japanese War Crimos,. 
The classification of Japanese war crimes may be summarizod as follows: 
A -- Facts Regarding the Massacres, 


Just about the time of the fall of NANKING, our troops and citizens, 
numbering 2000 = 3000, were swept by enemy fire in the vicinity of YUHUAT'AT 
( FS 76 @ ) before they could retreat. Sad wailing was heard everywhere; 
the ground was strewn with corpses and blood ran Imee-deep, hieanwhile our 
troops and citizens attemptin;. to escape by crossing the YANTZE River from the 
vicinity of PA-KUA-CHOU ( J\ &} Bil ) were swopt by enemy fire. Many corpses 
floated on the water, dyed red with blood. 
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After NANXING was tavan, ahues oye Yo US> posers, pehuding fOwr?e 
and old men and women, were captured at tie villegoo In aio wiCLALty 
MO-FU-SHAN ( Ae FF [ll ), they wore not givon anything to vat or drink, 

On the iicht of the 16 March, they wore tied with wires, two at a time, 0 
the groun was divided into four smaller groups, After being taken to 
TS'AO-HSIZH-IISIA ( 2 SE HK ), thoy were swopt by machino-cun fire, anc 
stabbed mercilessly with bayonets, The corpses wero then doused with keoro-- 
sene and burnod, The bodios that rumalnod, were throwm into the YANTZZ Rivor. 
Thon again, in tho refugee distrazci,.cur soldiors and citizens were ticd up 
with ropes and, they, too, were Killod by machine-gun fire, Since the day 
the enomy entered the city, more than 209,000 wore murdered, and those who 
had not retreated wore kiltcd whonover thoy oncountered the encmy, Those who 
tried to hide were captured and killed with swords. Morcover, in order to 
assemblo the prisoners for odd jobs, they wore forcibly taken away in trucks 
to unknown places, and nolhing has beon heard of them for about cight yoars. 
Tho manner in wiich they were probably killed is also unimown, 


Such a scone of mass murder is unprecedented in the annals of history, 
B. Particulars Regarding Injurics 


Tho cnemy's military police, at their ow discrotion, arrestod 
civilians arbitrarily charged with being soldicrs., The prisoners were tied 
with steol wire or ropes, and dealt heavy blows and struck mercilessly with 
iron clubs, inflicting torriblo physical injuries. After suffering such 
torments, they were forced to confess thoir quilt, Morsover, there wore 
incidents where water or kerosene was forced into the victim's nose and mouth, 
frequontly leaving the victim at the point of death. The military police 
forbade the victims to moan or cry out in pain, any infraction leading to 
mass beating, Tho prisoners were beaten with long clubs, just for amusement, 
and while boing beaten they were forbidden to dodge the blows, If any one 
were to attempt to dodge the blows, he was immodiately beaten to death, Such 
moreiloss treatment is more severe than that of YOU-WANG ( Hq 3: ) of the 
YIN (Fe) dynosty or SHIH-HUANG-TI ( th Ki } ) of tho TSIIN' ys ) 


dynasty, famous tyrants of Chinese history, 

Tho enemy arrested anybody at will, and exposing thom to froezing 
tomperature, or forcing the prisoners to run along a road carrying hvavy locd: 
on thoir shoulders. Prisoners who fcll behind wore immediately whipped. Such 
troatment is much worse than that recoived by horsus and cattle. When the 
military police assaulted the people, they struck with both fists and kicked. 
This mothod was called "the triple attaci:" (SAN YSN GO GEKI). Such was tho 
beating received by tho Chinese living in enomy-occupied areca, 


C. Particulars Concerning Rape. 


The victims of rapes ranged frou young girls to old women 60 to 70 
years old, Tho forms of assaults are as follows: 


One wouan would frequently be assaulted by a number of soldicrs. 
A woman was killed for refusing intercourse. Tor amusoment, a father was 
forced to assault his daughter, In another case, a boy was forced to assault 
his sister. An old man was forced to assault his son's wife. Breasts were 
torn off, and women were stabbed in the bosoms, Chins wore smashed, and 
toeth knocked out. Such hideous scones are unbearable to watch. 


D. Particulars Rogarding Plunder. 


Shops ond residonees were searched for clothes, utensils and trea- 
sures, Goods found were all carricd away. 


E. Particulars Regarding Destruction. 
In the course of ontering tho city, the cnemy not only destroyed 


planes and weapons, but also sot fire to houses everywhere, Great damage was 
inflicted, and the lossss of th citizens are too numerous to be counted. 
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F, Particulars Reeardi.: 


The enomy's TANA Detachment ( 4 i? wih be ) caried off their 
civilian captives to the medical laboratory, where the reactions to poitsnous 
scrums were tested, This detacticnt was one of the most secret organiznt ions, : 
The number of persons slaughtered by this detachment cannot be ascertaine: 

The sacrifice of cats and dogs for experiments is unbearable to a humane per- 
son, much less the use of our fellow victims. Such treatment is worse than 
that of cats and dos, and ir certainly a tragic incident. In short, the crimes 
committed by the onemy are all extremely cruel, brutal and barbarous, The 
materials investigatud up to this time discloses more than 300,000 perscns 
killed, more than 4,000 houses burnt or destroyed, 20 - 30 persons raped or 
killed for refusing intercourse, and 184 persons missing. The rest of the 
material is still in the process of investigation, This is a tragedy the like 
of which has never been heard of in history. 


ITI War Crimes and Rolated Materials. 


Besides classifying the enemy's acts of violence in NANKING according to 
their nature, the following war crimes and related materials aro cited; 


A. Investigations of Indivicual Cases. 


Upon investigating the facts concerning the murders committed by the 
enemy, difficulties were cncountered because the dead cannot testify, nor can 
it be cxpected of anyone, after such harrowing experiences » to know the name 
of his assailant or to be able to put down in writing the number of the enemy's 
forces, even if he escaped being killed. It is possible to obtain only a por- 
tion of the truth, through such an investigation. The names of the assailants

B, Evidence of iiass hurdcrs, 


The following nine names are those of the units which committed whole- 
Sale murdors at the fall of NANKING: NAKAJIMA, HATANAKA, YAMAMOTO, HASEGAWA, 
MINOURA, INOKT, TOKUGAA, FIZUNO, and ONO. 


The number of victims killed totaled 2,179,586, of which 2,873 were 
killed in the HSIN-HO.(337 @T ) District. (This evidence furnished vy SHING 
Shih-Chong ( He tic 14 ) and CH'ANG K'ai+sing ( Ei Bi St ), who buried 
the bodies.) More than 7,000 were killed in the neighborhood of the Army Arse- 
nal just outside the South Gate of NANKING and in HUA -SHaN-'IAO ( 4E ia fy) 
(This svidence submitted by JUI Fang-yuan ( wn OF te ), CHIANG Hung-ju (Giz. 

ft ), and YANG Tu-t'sai (45 fF % ) who buricd the bodies.) Approx- 
imately 57,41€ persons were killed in the TS'AO HSISH-HSIA ( SL RE BK ) Dis- 
trict (this evidence submitted by a victim, LU Sia (#4 BE )). 
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More than 2000 were iilled in fhe die) }.oieuiliN ( x rh PE? Mestrict. (This

ANG Ge = me 6) (TN A Cha- 
rity institution) and the HUNG VAN ‘TZU KUL ( #. ice | ») (IN A religicus 
organization.) totaled more than 155,200, The forogoing facts ere shown on 
attached papors. According to the evidence submitted by individuals, the organi- 
zations concerned took more than 20 srctographs of tis excavated burial grounds 
to further clarify conditions in regards to burial grounds and the number of 


bodies buried. r 


IV. Thoughts and Proposals After the Investigations. 


After cight long years of war with the Japanesc Army, the people have suf- 
fored groatly; thoir hones and tombstones have beon leit in ruins; and the se~ 


verity of the disastcr is beyond description. Now that the enemy has been 
brought to submission and peaco 18 once again restored, wo must endeavor not 
relieve the bereaved, and commend the

charity or:anizations, but also precerve 
we can caution the people of the future, and foster a patriotic spirit. 


A. Commomoration of tho dead, both civil and military. 

In order to commemorate the victims, both civil and military, we must 
first establish fine public eumetarios--a place for those noble souls to rest 
in peace because the present ones are SO simple, over-run with weeds, and 
almost ruined, Thon we must erect suitable tombstones with epitaphs commend= 
ing these victims for their good dueds. This will not only honor tho desad 
but also stand as « shining oxample for the nation. 


B. Relicve the sufferers and their familics. 


According to the results of the various investigations, the fields of the 
victius lic in waste, and familics arc scattered. Particularly, after cight 
years of difficultics, there are some familics that have become extinct. There 
are some who are suffering from disease, and others from hunger and cold, all. 
waiting everyday for relief, The Government must devise a plan for the relief 


and care of survivors, and the souls of the dead iwst be comforted. 


C, Co.mend the charity organizations. 


After the mass murder in NANKING, the CH'UNC-SHAN-T'ANG and the HUNG= 

WAN-TZU-HUI, organized burial units. The burial unit of the CH'UNG-SHAN-T! ANG 
at was engased in its tasks for four consccutive months, burying a total of 112,267 
bodies, The burial unit of the LUNG-NAN-TZU-HUI buried 43,073. bodies during its 
sixth successive job. An Amoricen professor at the KINRYO (4: PR ) University 
and KINRYO Girls' University, was so gricved after observing the situation dur=- 
ing his stay in WANKING that he orgenized an international relicf committees. 
Some 10,000 refugees have been received and cared for by this committee, The 
moritorious deeds of these penevolent people, their participation in burial 
tasks and relief work in the face of the insults and the menace or ths enaay, is 
jmmortal, These people were moved by compassion, and dared to mn the risk. 
They must be commended with plaques or pregunted yath letters of commendation. 
We must particularly eid hr CH'OU teil ( ou wi =), the head of the CH'UNG= 
SHAN-T' ANG, for ho has become decrepit owing to sickness and age, and is unable 


to make a living. 
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D. Erection of a SI-JEN-iJui ( fy AGG  ) (TN A memoria vu. 
The atrocitios committed by the onomy toward our follow countryman is enous” 
to terrify even the cods, We must eroct a momorial hall and place to place 
in it paintings and carvings depicting the scones of atrocities so that any- 
one entoring the hall will bc deeply impressed, It will serve as a means tO exX~ 
hort and inspire the pcopl., The style of this hall will be copied after 
the Paris Momorial Hall, using its good psints and correcting its bad points. 
The most beautiful site in the city will bo selected. Famous artists from 
all ovor the nation will be assembled and ordered to paint and carve. The 
reason behind the erection of a hall is to preserve those scenes of atrocities 
so that they can be handed don through generations to impress the people of 
the future,
